NO MOKE AS*EM*£KT». 


Paid-up Block CanaWt *>« AMCBMd. 


The Supreme Court of California has 


recently rendered an important decision 
•fleeting the* right (ft corporations to 
levy and collect assessments upon their 
capital stock. The decision was made 
in the case of the Santa Cruz Railroad 
Company vs. Claus Spreokels, andjholds 
that corporations have no authority to 
levy assessments on stock fully paid up. 
The capital stock of most corporations 
is fully paid up. The stock of mining 
corporations has, in almost every in- 
stance, been isued as fully paid, in con- 
sideration of the conveyance of the 
mining property to the 
corporation; 


and it is probable that no case can be 
found of a mining corporation where 
part-paid stock haa been issmed. It is 
true that the decision was rendered in 
tke case of a railroad corporation, but 
mining corporations derive thair power 
to assess under the same statute, and 
the decision is just as applicable to 


lining corporations as it is to railroad 


corporations. 
The decision is not 


equivocal: it goes to the very root of the 
matter, and holds that there is no 
power in the corporation to assess stock 
issued fully paid. Corporations, there- 
fore having no power to levy assessments 
all their acts in levying and collecting 
assessments are necessarily void. Such 
being the case, the title of the rightful 
owner of the stock cannot be divested 
t>y these void proceedings, and no bar 
sonld be interposed to his right to re- 
cover his stock from corporations ex- 
cept the statue of limitations, which is 
;hree years. A serious question may 
arise as to whether those stockholders 
who have paid these illegal assessments 
are stopped from bringing suit to re- 
cover their money back from the corpo- 
rations. If they are not estopped they 
are undoubtedly entitled to recover Ibis 
money. One thing is certain; there 
can be no more assessments levied upon 
mining stocks now issued and in circula- 
tion. The eight or ten millions annu- 
ally taken from the people by this 
means will now flow into the other 
channels of industry. It is strange 
that such vast sums of money should 
have been exacted from the people dur- 
ing so in»ny years without the unthori-

Jfo explanation of that de- 


cision can bs clearer or more directly in 
point tban the decision itself; and to 
remove all doubt on tke part of 
stockholers that they are now free, all 
they have to do is to examine their 
stock and see that no mention is made 
in the certificate itself that the stock 
represented by it is part-paid stock. 
This decision is conclusive and caniiof 
fail to have important results.

special diet required. At 8 o'clock the 
male patients are turned inio the recre* 
ation grounds, and there remain until 
11:30, when they are returned to the 
ward to prepare for dinner. At 1 o^clock 
Dr. Dawson-makes another visit to all 
requiring special attention, and the 
same in the evening. 
Every attendant 


is furnished with a blank every morn- 
ing, which he fills out, showing the 
number of the ward, number of patients, 
iiumber sick, number taking medicine, 
number -net and dirty day and night, 
number wearing wristlets, number waar- 
muff-f, and how and where employed. 
Tins is handed to tho Supervisor, who, 
after receiving reports from all the ward 
attendants, makes up a general daily 
summary for taa Superintendent.

THE WELLS COMET. 


Neither * T«tml FMlmre, liar a Very 


taeeeM. 


We bvre not been able to see the 


great comet with the naked eye at all. 
At no time has the tail been seen in the 
telesoopejto be longer thau two and a half 
degrees, which would not entitle this 
comet to rank in the list of great comets. 
It is very poor consolation to find that 
other astronomers have been equally 
mistaken in their piedictions. 
The 


whole history of this comet proves that 
omr knowledge of the subject is not yet 
sufficient to enable as to make accurate 
predictions of the nature or physical 
appearance of comets. 


M. Schwedoff, of th,e University of 


Odessa, early in April made elaborate 
calculations and predictions regarding 
Wells Comet. In a copy of a communi- 
cation which he prepared on the subject 
and sent to the Dudley Observatory, he 
figures the tail as it will appear at dif- 
ferent points of the orbit, making it dur- 
ing the latter days of Jane more than 
150,000,000 miles in length. It is barely 
possible that this prediction will yet be 
realized; but even if it should we shall 
have no opportunity to observe the dis- 
play, because the situation of the comet 
will be such that dbservers in the mid- 
dle latitudes only will see it to the best 
advantage. Here, during tho latter part 
of July, the comet will be seen low down 
to the southwest, just after sunset, and 
the tail will stretch away to the south- 
west nearly parallel with the horizon. 
The comet will set so short a time after 
the'sun that the tail will always be in 
the bright twilight, and, therefore, not 
easily seen. The nucleus has followed 
;he predictions regarding it with suffi- 
cient accuracy.
